GOLFERS ARE WORRIED 
OVER AMATEUR RULE 


New Definition Adopted by Western 
Golf 
Association 
Is 
Not 
Popular. 


Who is an am ateur in golf? 
• Since the adoption of amendments 
defining an am ateur by the Western 
Golf association there is general con­ 
sternation in 
golfing circles 
among 
players who have participated in va­ 
rious forms of sports and games for 
money considerations. 
This affects 
not only men who have officiated as 
college coaches and referees, but those 
who have participated in bowling con­ 
tests, trap shooting events, tennis and 
other forms 
of athletic 
diversions. 
Even bridge whist and other forms of 
card games, it is understood, come un­ 
der the ban of the latest rule adopted 
by the W. G. A. 
While in some respects the rule is 
generally conceded to be a move in 
the right direction, considerable criti­ 
cism has been aroused over the adop­ 
tion of that 
particular 
part of the 
amendment which reads “or who has 
been a professional 
in 
any 
other 
branch of athletics.” 
This, it is claimed, will work a hard­ 
ship in many cases, as definitions of 
an am ateur vary to such an extent in 
different branches of sport. 
A man 
may be a professional under the strict 
interpretation of the rule, and a simon- 
pure am ateur to all intents and pur­ 
poses under another. 
It is said that 
the words “has been a professional'* 
will prove particularly offensive tp 
many, as they will bar many golfers 
who, so far as golf is concerned, are 
as truly am ateur as players could pos­ 
sibly be. 
Therefore, it is argued, it 
hardly seems fair or just that the line 
should be drawn so hard and fast as 
to carry out the principle of “once a 
professional always a professional." 
It is not likely that this radical rule 
will be adopted by the United States 
Golf association. 
In the event that it 
Is adopted, however, it will eliminate 
a number of leading golfers of the 
east from am ateur play. 
One of the 
most prominent golfers who would be 
affected by this rule is John M. Ward, 
who was formerly a professional base­ 
ball player. Mr. Ward now plays golf 
for recreation and the pure love of the 
sport. 
If this new law is enforced to the 
letter the field for championship golf 
tournam ents in the west will be sadly 
depleted. The rule regarding an ama­ 
teur must of necessity be stricter in 
one branch of sport than in another, 
and each sport should be governed ac­ 
cording to its needs to keep it clean 
and pure. 
■' The m atter of adopting the amend­ 
ment regarding am ateurs will most 
likely be brought up at the next meet­ 
ing of the executive committee of the 
U. S. G. A. And so much criticism has 
been groused over the action of the 
W. G. A. it is likely that the amend­ 
m ent will be placed on the table to be 
decided at the annual meeting of the 
association next year.

WHAT CONSTITUTES TEAM 
WORK IN NATIONAL GAME 


Nothing More Than Perfect Under­ 
standing Between Ail Members 
of the Club. 


“What constitutes team work?” is a 
question often asked. 
The fans are 
constantly reminded that this feature 
of a club's play is one of the most im­ 
portant essentials. 
Naturally they wonder what really 
constitutes team play and hence the 
reason the above question is so often 
asked. 
Team work is nothing more 
than a perfect understanding between 
all the members of a club as to what 
is going to be done on any particular 
play. 
For instance: There is a man on 
first with but one out. If the base run­ 
ner decides to try for second he should 
first impart this information to the 
batter, so that the man at the plate 
can in any legitimate way help him 
reach the base in safety. 
Or vice 
versa. 
This applies to every play a team 
may make, where there are two or 
more men connected with the play. 
We will say that with a man on first 
the guardian of the sack decides that 
there is a chance to catch the base 
runner napping. 
The first sacker accordingly signals 
the catcher to throw down there on 
the next ball pitched. In order for the 
backstop to be sure that his"* end of the 
play is going to be made right, he 
must let the pitcher know what he is 
going to do, so that the box artist 
can hand the ball so wide of the plate 
that the batter will not have a chance 
to hit the ball and thus spoil the at 
tempted play. 
When his understanding is not thor 
ough it certainly works havoc with a 
club's team play. With a man on first 
and one out, the hit and run play is 
attempted. 
That is, the batter decides on that 
play and gives the signal. He takes it 
for granted the man at. first is going 
down on the next ball pitched, and 
to help him out swings at the ball, ne 
m atter where it is. 
Instead of the base runner starting 
for second, he remains glued to the 
bag simply because he has missed th€ 
sign. 
The man at bat goes through 
with his end of the play and possibly 
misses hitting the ball. 
* A play of this kind may easily lose 
a club the game, and emphasizes the 
importance of having an understand­ 
ing between every member of the 
club.

London the Center of a Mighty Em* 
pire—Vast Population. 


If this question: Who are the Eng­ 
lish? were asked, either of the aver­ 
age Englishman or of the 
average 
American visitor to England, the an­ 
swer would probably be both inaccur­ 
ate and confusing. The average Eng­ 
lishman knows little of the origin of 
his race, and is not of 
the 
mental 
makeup that sets much store by such 
m atters in any case; and the Amer­ 
ican pays little heed to anything ex­ 
cept to what comes directly under his 
notice as he travels about to and from 
London as his center. 
London itself is a city of some four 
million six hundred and odd thousand 
inhabitants. 
It is a small nation in 
itself. 
The total population of the 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
is only 43,660,000 (1906). But London 
is not England. The United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland is not 
England, with its total area of 121,000 
square miles. 
No; what the 
world 
knows as England is the British em­ 
pire, which includes the above, and in 
addition some 11.400,000 square miles, 
and a population of about 410,000,000. 
The known surface of the globe is es­ 
tim ated at about 55,000,000 square 
miles; Its total population is believed 
to be about 1,800,000,000. The British 
empire therefore occupies more than 
one-fifth of the earth’s surface, and its 
population is also more than one-fifth, 
or about 22 per cent, of the inhabitants 
of the globe. 
That is England! 
In Asia they have 
a population of some 237,000.000; in 
Africa a population of some 31,000,- 
000; in America a population of some 
6.000.000; in the West Indies 
some 
2.000.000; in Australasia some 5,500,- 
000, and so on. 
When you walk the 
streets of London therefore you are 
in the capital of something over one- 
fifth of the world. 
These gentlemen 
In clubs and offices and in the streets 
are m asters of the world. There must 
be a great many of them, and they 
must be very wonderful men, one says 
to oneself. 
No, the 
population 
of 
Great Britain and Ireland Is, as we 
have seen, only about 43,500.000, and 
what of them?—Scribner’s.

COUNTRY DRIVE IN RUSSIA. 


Speed Proportionate to Price Paid— 
“Through Village” Roads. 


The Russian popular idea of driving 
horses is to flog them along mile after . 
mile without a moment's breathing * 
space. 
The speed is proportionate, 
within limits, to the price paid, but 
the horses are never at any speed al­ 
lowed to slacken. 
The high road to Ruza runs in a 
series of ups and downs like an end­ 
less “switchback,” yet the “Jamshtk" 
(driver) never once allowed his horses 
to rush the last of a declivity to carry 
them up the next rise, but kept the 
pace steady up bill or down, a regular 
rate of one verst in five minutes. We 
insisted several times on giving the 
poor brutes a few yards at a walk, but 
at last had to acquiesce in the custom 
of the country, with the result that at 
Ruza it seemed better to take an­ 
other team for the remaining four 
miles across country. 
The way now lay over what are 
called “through village” roads. These 
are simply a tract of mother earth 
bounded- on one, sometimes on both 
sides by a rough ditch, and only other* 
wise differentiated from the surround­ 
ing arable land by the surface being 
cut up by wheels instead of plows— 
and the Russian plow hardly cuts a 
deeper furrow 
in 
the 
fields 
than 
wheeled traffic on such a “road.” 
In order

Russia it is necessary to travel in the 
simplest manner of the native, our im* 
pressions of the same road when we 
returned behind a pair of fine horses 
in a properly balanced carriage with a 
sufficiency of springs were wholly mis 
leading, if more enjoyable.

GOLFERS ARE WORRIED 


OVER AMATEUR RULE 


New Definition Adopted by Western 


Golf 
Association 
Is 
Not 


Popular. 


Who is an amateur in golf? 


• Since the adoption of amendments 
defining an amateur by the Western 
3olf association there Is general con- 
sternation in golfing circles among 
players who have participated in va- 
rious forms of sports and*games for 
money, considerations. This affects 
aot only men who have officiated as 
college coaches and. referees, but those 
who have participated in bowling con- 
tests, trap shooting events, tennis and 
other forms of athletic diversions., 
Even bridge whist and other forms of 
card games, it Is understood, come un- 


- der the ban of the latest rule adopted 


by the W. G. A. 


While- in some respects the rule is 


generally conceded to be a move In 
the right direction, considerable crlti- 
ciam has- been aroused over the adop- 
tion of that particular' part of the 
amendment which reads "or who has 
been a professional 
in any 
other 


branch of athletics." 


This, it is claimed, will work a hard- 


ship in many cases, as definitions of 
' an amateur vary to such an extent in 


different branches of sport. 
A man 


may be a professional under the strict 
Interpretation of the rule, and a simon- 
pure amateur to all intents and pur- 
poses under another 
It is said that 


the words "has been a professional',' 
will prove particularly offensive to 
many, as they will bar many golfers 
who, so far as golf is concerned, are 
as truly amateur as players could pos- 
sibly be. Therefore, it is argued, it 
hardly seems fair or just that the line 
should be drawn so hard and fast as 
to carry out the principle of "once a 
professional always-'a professional." 


It is not likely that this radical rule 


will be adopted by the United States 
Golf association. In the event that it 
la adopted, however, It will eliminate 
a number of leading golfers of the 
east from amateur play. One of the 
most prominent golfers who would be 
affected by this rule Is John M. Ward, 
who was formerly a professional o'ase- 
ball player. Mr. Ward now plays golf- 
for recreation and the pure love offlte 
sport. 


If this new law is enforced to the 


letter the field for championship golf 
tournaments In the west will be sadly 
depleted. The rule regarding an ama- 
teur must of necessity be stricter In 
one branch of sport than in another, 
and each sport should be governed ac- 
cording to its needs to keep it clean 
and pure. 
- The matter-of adopting the amend- 
ment regarding amateurs will most 
likely i>e brought up at the next meet- 
Ing of'-the executive committee of the 
U. S. G. A. And so much criticism has 
been groused over the action of the 
W G.I A. it is likely that the amend- 
ment will be placed on the table to be 
decided at the annual meeting of the 
association next year. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES TEAM 


WORK IN NATIONAL GAME 


Nothing More Than Perfect Under- 


standing Between Atl Members 


of the Club. 


'What constitutes team work?" is a 


question often asked. 
The fans are 


constantly reminded that this feature 
of a club's play is one of the most im- 
portant essentials. 


Naturally they wonder what really 


constitutes team play and hence the 
reason the above question is so often 
asked. Team work is nothing more 
than a perfect understanding between 
all the members of a club as to what 
is going to be done on any particular 
plav. 


For instance: There is a man on 


first with but one out. If the base run- 
ner decides to try for second he should 
fiist impart this information to the 
baiter, so that the man at the plate 
can In any legitimate way help him 
reach the base in safety. 
Or vice 


versa. 


This applies to every play a team 


may make, where there are two or 
more men connected with the play. 
We will say that with a man on first 
the guardian of the sack decides that 
there is a chance to catch the base 
runner napping. 
x 


The first sacker accordingly signals 


the catcher to throw down there on 
the next ball pitched In order for the 
backstop to be sure that his end of the 
play is going to be made right, he 
must let the pitcher know what he is 


Ing to do, so that'the box artist 


can hand the ball so wide of the plate 
that the batter will not have a chance 
to hit the ball and thus spoil the at 
tempted play. 


When his understanding is not thor 


ough it certainly works havoc with a 
club's team play. With a man on first 
and one out, the hit and run play is 
attempted. 


That is, the batter decides on that 


play and gives the signal 
He takes it 


for granted the man at first is going 
down on the next ball pitched, and 
to help him out swings at the boll, nc 
matter where it is. 


Instead of the base runner starting 


fer se'cond, he remains-.glued to the 
bag simply because he has missed the 
-sign. The man at bat goes through 
with his end of the play and possibly 
misses bitting the ball. 
• A play^of this kind may easily lose 
a club tne game, and emphasizes the 
importance of having an understand- 
ing between every member of the 
club.

average 


American visitor to England, the an- 
swer would probably be both inaccur- 
ate and confusing. Tbe average Eng- 
lishman knows little of the origin of 
his race, and is not of the mental 
makeup that sets much store by such 
matters in any case; and the Amer- 
ican pays little heed to anything ex- 
cept to what comes directly under his 
notice as he travels about to and from 
London as his center. 


London itself is a city of some four 


million six hundred and odd thousand 
inhabitants. It is a small nation in 
itself. 
The total population of the 


Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
is only 43,660,000 (1906). But London 
Is not England. The United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland is not 
England, with its total area of 121,000 
square miles. 
No; what the world 


knows as England la the British em- 
pire, which includes the above, and in 
addition some 11*400,000 square' miles,- 
jand a population of about 410,000,000. 
The known surface of the globe is es- 
timated at about 55,000,000 square 
miles; Its total population is believed 
to be about 1,800,000,000. The British 
empire therefore occupies more than 
one-fifth of the earth's surface, and its 
population Is also more than one-fifth, 
or about 22 per cent, of the inhabitants 
of the globe. 


That Is England! In Asia they have 


a population ot some 237,000,000; in 
Africa a population of some 31,000,- 
000; In America a population of some 
6,000,000; in the West Indies 
some 


2,000,OdO; in Australasia some* 5,500,- 
000, and so on. When you walk the 
streets of London therefore you are 
in the capital of something over one- 
fifth of the world. These gentlemen 
In clubs and offices and in tbe streets 
are masters of the world. T,here must 
be a great many of them, and they 
must be very wonderful men, one says 
to oneself. 
No, the 
population of 


Great Britain and Ireland Is, as we 
have seen, only about 43,500,000, and 
what of them?—Scrlbner's.

the horses are never at any speed al- 
lowed to slacken. 


The high road to Ruza, rum in a 


series of ups and downs like an end- 
less "switchback," yet the "jamshlk" 
(driver) never once allowed his horses 
to rush the last of a declivity to carry 
them up the next rise, but kept tbe 
pace steady up hill or down, a regular 
rate of one .verst In five minutes. We

GOLFERS ARE WORRIED 


OVER AMATEUR RULE 


New Definition Adopted by Western 


Golf 
Association 
Is 
Not 


Popular. 


Who is an amateur in golf? 


• Since the adoption of amendments 
defining an amateur by the Western 
3p!f association there la general con- 
sternation in golfing circles among 
players who hav& participated in va- 
rious forms of sports and .games for 
money considerations. 
This affects 


Dot only men who Have officiated as 
oollege coaches and. referees, but those 
who have participated in bowling con- 
tests, trap shooting events* tennis and 
atber forms of atnletlc diversions., 
Even bridge whist and other forms of 
card games, it Is understood, come un- 


- der the ban of the latest rule adopted 


by the W. G. A. 


While, in some respects the rule is 


generally conceded to be a move Jn 
the right direction, considerable criti- 
cism has- been aroused over the adop- 
tion of that particular' part of the 
amendment which reads "or who has 
been a professional 
in any 
other 


branch of athletics." 


This, it is claimed, will work a hard- 


ship in many cases, as definitions of 
' an amateur vary to such an extent in 


different branches of sport. 
A man 


may be a professional under the strict 
Interpretation of the rule, and a simon- 
pure amateur to all intents and pur- 
poses under another 
It is said that 


the words "has been a professional" 
will prove particularly offensive to 
many, as they will bar many golfers 
who, so far as golf Is concerned, are 
as truly amateur as players could pos- 
sibly be. Therefore, it is argued. It 
hardly seems fair or just that the line 
Ahould be drawn so hard and fast as 
»o carry out the principle of "once a 
professional always-'a professional." 


It is not likely that this radical rule 


wilt be adopted by the United States 
Golf association. 
In the event that it 


la adopted, however, it will eliminate 
a number of leading golfers of the 
east from amateur play. One of the 
most prominent golfers who would be 
affected by this rule is John M. Ward, 
who- was formerly a professional base- 
ball player. Mr. Ward now plays golf- 
for recreation and tbe pure love offtte 
sport. 


It this new law is enforced to the 


letter the field for championship golf 
tournaments In the west will be sadly 
depleted. The rule regarding an ama- 
teur must of necessity be stricter in 
one branch of sport than in another, 
and each sport should be governed ac- 
cording to its needs to keep it clean 
and pure. 
- The matter -of adopting the amend- 
ment regarding amateurs will most 
likely i>e brought up at the next meet- 
Ing of'-the executive committee of the, 
11. S. O. A. And so much criticism has 
been groused over the action of the 
W. G.I A. it is likely that the amend- 
ment will be placed on the table to be 
decided at tbe annual meeting of the 
association next year. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES TEAM 


WORK IN NATIONAL GAME 


Nothing More Than Perfect Under- 


standing Between All Members 


of the Club. 


"What constitutes team work?" it 


question often asked. 
The fans are 


constantly reminded that this feature 
of a club's play Is one of the most im- 
portant essentials. 


Naturally they wonder what really 


constitutes team play and hence the 
reason the above question Is so often 
asked. Team work is nothing more 
than a perfect understanding between 
all the members of a club as to what 
is ffoing to be done on any particular 
plav. 


For instance: There is a man on 


first with but one out. If the base run- 
ner decides to try for second he should 
fiist impart this information to the 
baiter, so that the man at the plate 
can in any legitimate way help him 
reach the base in safety. 
Or vice 


versa. 


This applies to every play a team 


may make, where there are two or 
more men connected with the play. 
We will say that with a man on first 
the guardian of the sack decides that 
there is a chance to catch the base 
runner napping. 


The first sacker accordingly signals 


the catcher to throw down there on 
the next ball pitched In order for the 
backstop to be sure that his'end of the 
play is going to be made right, he 
must let the pitcher know what he is 
going to do, so that 'the box artist 
can hand the ball so wide of the'plate 
that the batter will not have a chance 
to hit the ball and thus spoil the at 
tempted play. 


When his understanding is not thor 


ough it certainly works havoc with a 
club's team play. With a man on first 
and one out, the hit and run play is 
attempted. 


That is, the batter decides on that 


play and gives the signal 
He takes it 


for granted the man at first is going 
down on the next ball pitched, and 
to help him out swings at the ball, nc 
matter where it is. 


Instead of the base runner starting 


fer se'cond, he remains glued to the 
bag simply because he has missed the 
-sign. The man at bat goes through 
with his end of the play and possibly 
misses hitting the ball. 
• A play^of this kind may easily lose 
a club Die game, and emphasizes the 
importance of having an understand- 
ing between every member of the 
club.

The average Eng- 
lishman knows little of the origin of 
his race, and is not of the mental 
makeup that sets much store by such 
matters in any case; ana* the Amer- 
ican pays little heed to anything ex- 
cept to what comes directly under his 
notice as he travels about to and from 
London as bis center. 


London itielf Is a city of some four 


million six hundred and odd thousand 
inhabitants. It is a small nation in 
itself. 
The total population of the 


Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
is only 43,660,000 (1906). But London 
is not England. The United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland Is not 
England, with its total area of 121,000 
square miles. 
No; what the world 


knows as England Is, the British em- 
pire, which includes the above, and in 
•addition some ll"400,000 square miles,- 
and a population of about 410,000,000. 
The known surface of the globe Is es- 
timated at about 56,000,000 square 
miles; Its total population is believed 
to be about 1,800,000,000. The British 
empire therefore occupies more than 
one-fifth of the earth's surface, and its 
population Is also more than one-fifth, 
or about 22 per cent, of the inhabitants 
of the globe. 


That Is England! In Asia they have 


a population of some 237,000,000; in 
Africa a population of some 31,000,- 
000; in America a population of some 
6,000,000; in the West Indies 
some 


2,000,000; in Australasia some* 5,500,- 
000, and so on. When you walk the 
streets of London therefore you are 
in the capital of something over one- 
fifth of the world. These gentlemen 
In clubs and offices and in the streets 
are masters of the world. T,here must 
be a great many of them, and they 
muat be very wonderful men, one says 
to oneself. 
No, the 
population of 


Great Britain and Irela'nd is, as we 
have seen, only about 43,500,000, and 
what of them?—Scrlbner's.

"Through Village" Roads. 


The Russian popular idea ot driving 


horses is to flog them along mile after . 
mile without a moment's breathing * 
.space. 
The speed 18 proportionate, 


within limits, to the price paid, but 
the horses are never at any speed al- 
lowed to Blacken. 


The high road to Ruza, runs in a 


series of ups and downs like an end- 
less "switchback," yet the "jamehlk" 
(driver) never once allowed his horses 
to rush the last of a declivity to carry 
them up the next rise, but kept tbe 
pace steady up hill or down, a regular 
•rate of one verst In five minutes. We 
insisted several times on giving the 
poor brutes a few yards at a walk, but 
at last bad to acquiesce in the custom 
of the country, with the result that at 
Ruza it seemed better to take an- 
other team for the remaining four 
miles across country. 


The way now lay over what are 


called "through village" roads. These 
are simply a tract of mother earth 
"bounded-on one... sop^etlmes on both 
sides by a rough ditch, and only other- 
wise'differentiated from the surround- 
ing arable land by tbe surface being 
cut up by wheels Instead of plows— 
and the Russian plow hardly cuts » 
deeper furrow 
in the 
fields 
than 


wheeled traffic on such a "road."

some of tbe conditions of rural life l)o~ 
Russia it Is necessary to travel In th« 
simplest .manner of the native, our im- 
pressions of the same road'when w« 
returned behind a pair of fine Dorset 
in a properly balanced carriage with a 
sufficiency of springs were wholly mis 
leading, if more enjoyable.
